NEW RICHMOND, Wis., June' 13.— 


Fully one hundred corpses, twice as 
many mangled people, forty acres of 
piles of bricks, shivered planks, scat- 
tered heaps of household goods, dead 
tturees, throng!) which the \vlnd lias 
driven sharp splinters of 
boards, 


smouldering ashes whore houses stood 
but yesterday, and in the midst of k 
all, shivered trees as bare of leaves 
as ever they were In the middle of 
winter and almost stripped bare if. 
hark until they resembled the ghosts 
of what they had been twenty-four 
hours ago — that is what the storm yes- 
terday wrought in the space of three 
mimites upon the town of New Rich- 
mond, 


In the business portion of the town 


absolutely not one building- -was left 
standing 'above the cellar windows; 
everything above a foundation was 
shaved as clean as thoii; h It had been 
cut with a plane. 
Enormous safes 


were 
blown -Into the middle of the 


street and *he largest safe in town was 
carried one street and a half away, 
over the square beyond. 


It will be several days before the 


number of dead in New Richmond *s 
accurately known and it is doubtful 
i£ the entire number ot fatalities will 
ever 
be chronicled. 
Farm houses 


were struck and of them there was 
nothing left but a pile of boards and 
twisted timbers. 
How 
many were 


killed in these houses will not be Known 
for a. long time. 


There is at present no destitution 


among those who have suffered by the 
storm. 
St: Paul and " Minneapolis, 


Chippewa Fails and other places have 
sent in bountiful supplies and there 
is no suffering for food or necessities. 


The work of searching for the dead 


was carried on during the night as 
veil as it could be done in a drizzling 
rain and with aid of a few lanterns. 
It was slow work and after dark the 
result amounted to practically nothing. 
The police of St. Paul; under Chief 
GOES, who had guarded the ruins and 
preserved order during the day were 
relieved tonight by Company H, Tenth 
"Wisconsin, from Chippewa Falls, un- 
der command of Captain Hartwell, who 
wiil be in control. 


^SW RICHMOND. "Wis., June 13.— 


The tornado that has swept out of 
existence the prosperous little city of 
New Richmond is the most disastrous 
hi point of fatality ever occurring In 
this section. 
The exact number of 


dead is still unknown, but it will oer- 
tninly reach 300 and very probably will 
p>;r?efl that figure. 
As they were re- 


covered the l.odies were brought to the 
school house or to the Catholic or the 
Congregational 
churches. 
Thence 


they are to be taken to the cemetery, 
exfppt in a few cases where homes 
still stand. I" which the remains can 
lie kept for a few hours, during which 
the final tribute of love can be ten- 
dered by the bereaved families. 
The 


bodies were prepared for burial by lo- 
cal and visiting undertakers, and as 
sorm as Identified were marked and 
disposed of aa friends required. 


The Catholic priest, who had spent a 


sleepless night 
in looking after the 


bodies and soulr of his parishioners, 
•was one of -.the coolest and beat work- 
ers among1 the many who volunteered 
their aid. 
Nurses and physicians from 


St. Paul, who had come down by spe- 
cial tj-ain on the Omaha road aa soon 
HF news of the disaster reached the 
Minnesota capKoI, were of great help 
all night and all day. and when day 
closed all^the seriously injured were 
.believed U1 have been cared for. Those 
whose injuries were serious, but whose 
chances for recovery were believed to 
he srood, were quickly sent to the hos- 
pitals 
of, St, Paul and Minneapolis, 


where better cc..-e can b..- given them. 
The slightly injured and those whose 
•eases seem hopeless were kept here and 
iverfc given the best attention possible. 
The list of 'dead giddually increased 
during the dax and It seemed tonight 
that JGO might be the minimum esti- 
mate of the dead, while the list of the 
injured will reach and probably ex- 
ceed 200. 


During the day the body of Patrick 


Kaling, the 14-year-old 
son of Nat 


Kallnj?, . was brought to the Catholic 
•church. 
The body was horribly man- 


gled. 
A little daughter of a. Mr. Wil- 


liams was brought to the same place 
from the ruins -of her father's home 
near th* railroad tracks. 
Walter 


Farrell, a bojr, was also laid among 
the dead in that church. 
Pat McNal. 


Iy. who wa« 'riven in the last Hat of 
Injured, died during the day! and at a 
late hour this afternoon the rescuers 
;ratnered together most of the pieces 
of the mangled body of Michael Hettron 
and he was added to the list of dead. 


Durlnj the day the scattered groups 


of rescuers searched the debris where 
bodies might be found. 
A. fire com- 


pany from St. Paul kept two streams 
of wnter playing on th_ smouldering 
rnin.i. for the fire had added to the 
horrurs of the tornado and a dozen 
tirf^ were Mailng away till a heavy 
rain at the close of the day about cx- 
tiruruished the flames. 
Some. of the 


merchants organized private salvage 
corps and managed to Save some prop- 
erty, hut the amount was small. 


The business portion of the city cov- 


f-ivd a sparo of four squares each way 
ninl was solidly huilt of brick anc 
stone. 


This entire space was swept clear 


foundation walls and In some places 
in.i-RpR of dead clone marking where 
ihe business places formerly -stood 
Trees that had lined the streets of the 
neighboring resident--- district were hro. 
ken clear oft or twisted and uproottd 


The tornado came up the river from 


Hudson, where the damage was com- 
paratively sJlrht 
Following the cen- 


tral coarse of th* river and the brand 
of the Omaha road, the storm gained 
In intensity as It profrtsted and wmt 


at Its worst when It struck the business 
center of N:w Richmond. 
Outlying 


residences in the path of the storm 
were stripped of shingles and boards 01 
sides blown off. or. as more frequently 
happened, were torn assunder and the 
fragments scattered o the four wtads 
of heaven. 
Trees were uprooted an<l 


roadways blocked, washed away or so 
ovi-rftowed as to be made entirely un- 
recognizable. 


A circus was in town on Monday and 


people had come n from all the sur- 
rounding country. 
After the circus 


the people had crowded into the city 
to do their shopping before going home 
in the evening. 
It was at this time 


that the storm cloud came up from the 
southwest. 'The circus grounds were 
outside the path of the storm, but the 
people, being in the business places, 
fell a prey to the terrifHe wind. 
As 


soon as news of the disaster had reach- 
ed the outside world, offers of help and 
help itself began to arrive and several 
relief trains were sent In. 


The property loss can r.ot be esti- 


mated at this time, and may never 
be accurately known. It was almost 
total, for the insurance agents report 
that no tornado Insurance was carried 
in the town, and in only a small mun- 
iier of plfices where fire contributed to 
the- destruction of the property will 
the- business men he r,t all reimbursed* 
fin- their losses.

In case of- a naval war. it has always 


jeen the Idea of the French to strike 
on every point of England's merchant 
marine trade. They are not at all wili- 
ng to relinquish for the future what 
appears to them to be the best chance 
against the nation that rules the waves. 


It IB quite certain that Russia sup- 


>orts the French view, especially be- 
cause she considers herself bound in 
duty to back her ally. 


The fate of the American proposal, 
herefore, is very uncertain, although 
Germany, probably In the end will be 
siding with the United States and Eng- 
and, which may possibly turn the 
scale.

At present the whole attention of 
he conference Is centered on the arbi- 
rntion question. 
It has been falsely 


asserted that the arbitration .scheme, 
as discussed, leaves 
arbitration op- 


ional. It Is made compulsory in twelve 
specified cases practically 
applying 


o international conflicts arising out of 
inferences of contention regarding the 
meaning of treaties. 


The correspondent says he read the 
lussian' proposition.

of the new ships is to be of 12,000 .tons 
register. 
They will be furnished with 


twin screws and triple expansion en- 
Bines of the latest types and will have 
a length of 800 feet, with 60 feet beam. 
Each will carry about 400 cabin and SCO 
steerage passengers, and will have a 
very large freight capacity.

But if we are to do much asphalt 
paving In Fresno, ctiutructors should 
be required to have some consideration 
for our climatic conditions.

u a Fresno sun.

will stand a San Franclseo sun if laid 
wrong, and pavers have learned to lay 
it by San Francisco methods.

ture of 3W degrees, and kent there until 
alt mailer volatile at that temperature 
is given on*.

effect on the liability of the additions 
0 pay the tax, and he replied in the 
icgative. 
The intention of the law 


s to prevent doing indirectly what 
cannot be done directly; to prevent 
\-hipping the devil around a stump.' 


Continuing, Mr. Harris said that tho 


"raming of the charter was lo tlie 
nembers of the committee their first 
experience at law making. 
They had, 


however, borrowed freely from other 
charters and had made one of those 
;he basis for their work. 
One of the 


>bjects tha't the committee had kept 
steadily in view, he said, was to make 
he new government for the city as 
nearly non-partisan as possible. They 
lad proceeded on tho theory that man 
should be selected rather.because of 
merit than because of their political 
1 filiations. 
' The committee had also kept in view 
.he matter of expenses and had sought 
.o make them ast light as possible. 
For this reason they had concluded, 
f possible to abolish the offices of tax 
collector, treasurer, auditor, and asses- 
sor, by transferring the duties ordi- 
narily performed by these officers to 
:he county officers. 


Mr. Harris also stated that the com- 


mittee had provided for fire and police 
commissions, the members to be se- 


:ted regardless of their political af- 


filiations. 
Each of the boards wi'l 


consist of four members, no two of 
which shall be of the same political 
larty. 
The mayor, said Judge Hams, will 


be the chief executive officer and will 
lave general supervision over the oth- 
er officers of the city. He will be given 
extraordinary power anfl with the con- 
sent of the trustees may remove or sus- 
pend any officer of the city. 


In conclusion. Judge Harris said he 
i-as not present to advise the residents 
of the outside uiaUluls either to cume 
nto or to stay out of the city. 
The 


committee had gone out solely for the

STRIKE VIOLENCE. 


There is a street car strike In Cleve- 


land, and, as usual the cars are pre- 
vented from running, not by the lack 
of men to run them, hut by violence, 
Afl usual, also. It is not the strikers 
who are alleged to be guilty of vio- 
lence, but certain idlers and ruffians, 
who, however, never seem to take a 
notion to stone cars or tear up tracks 
except when there* Is a strike. Tn fact, 
ft strike on a transportation system of 


sort that does not lead to violence 


la unthinkable. There are always men 
to take the strikers' places, if they can 
do so In peace.and to permit them to do 
«o in peace would be to mark tbe 
strike a failure in advance. 


It is for this reason tbai the strike 


as a remedy has. become obsolete and 
Intolerable. 
It must be made in ab- 


solute principle In a free country that 
no Tight Is to sacred and no wrong so 
burdensome as to justify a, resort to 
violence. When violence is resorted to. 
there is nothing to do but to suppress 
It, forcibly ftnd ruthlessly, without the 
slightest reference to th* Justice of the 
cause in which the violence was in- 
voked. 
There is no wrong so great 


but tbat a <mort to violence Is a

county.) can lie performed by person* 
working longer than eight hours in 
one day. 
That applies in this countj 


more particularly to road work, inas- 
much as there is more of that being 
done than any other kind of public 
labor. 
It also applies to the city, 


street paving, street 
sweeping and 


street sprinkling: also to convict labor 
The hoard discussed the new law In- 
formally last evening and concluded to 
obey It to the letter. 


The act, which was approved March 


20th last, U as follows: 


"The time of service of all laborers 


workmen and mechanics employed up 
on any public works of, or work dom 
for the state of California, OR FOR 
ANT 
POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISION 


THEREOF, whether said work is done 
by contract or otherwise, is hereby 
limited and restricted to eight hours 
in any one calendar day; and it shal 
be unlawful for any officer of the state 
OR FOR ANY POLITICAL DIVISION 
THEREOF, or any person acting for 
or on behalf thereof, or any contractor 
or sub-contractor for any part of an> 
public works of. or work done for, such 
state or political subdivision thereof. 01 
any person, corporation or association 
whose duty it shall be to employ or to 
direct and control the services of such 
laborers, workmen or mechanics, or 
who has in fact, the direction or i 
trol of the services of such laborers 
workmen 'or mechanics, to require or 
permit them, or any of them, to labor

Roberts precinct, which voted U> 


come into the city at Monday's elec- 
tion, will legally become a part of the 
municipal corporation when the Board 
of City Trustees officially canvass the 
vote and when the Clerk sends a cer- 
tificate to the Secretary of State. The 
law provides that this must be done 
at the first regular meeting at least 
three days after the election. 
Next 


Monday night, which will be the regu- 
lar meeting of the hoard, the vote will 
be formally canvassed. 


Chief Higgina of the fire department 


does not propose to wait for this for- 
mality, however, as today he intends 
to visit the annexed t«rrltory to-test 
the two hydrants orr Blackstone ave- 
nue, the one at the corner o£ Sylva-and 
the other at the intersection of McKen- 
zic avenue. 
He will also decide on 


suitable places for new hydrants. 


Wells, Fargo and Company and the

Its discretion to divide the 


city by ordinance into a convenient 
number of wards, not exceeding 
five, and to fix boundaries thereof 
and 
to change 
the same from 


time- to time: provided, that no 
change in the boundaries of any 
ward shall be made within sixty 
days next before the date of such 
general 
municipal 
election, nor 


within twenty months after the 
same shall have, been established 
or altered.- 
Whenever such city 


shall be so divided into wards, the 
Board of Trustees shall designate 
by ordinance the number of trust- 
ees to be elected from each ward, 


' apportioning-the same in proportion 
to the population of said ward, 
and thereafter the trustees so des- 
ignated shall be elected by the 
qualified electors resident in such 
ward or by the general vote o£ the 
whole city, as may be designated in 
such ordinance." 
From that It will be seen that a sep- 


arate ward can not re created to in- 
clude Roberts precinct, for the charter 
provides for only 'five wards. 
There- 


fore, there will have to be a redis- 
tricting. 
It is also Interesting to note 


that the present charter provides for 
the election of Trustees by general vote 
if tlie board should desire it that way.
